ALBERTA’S CROPS 


4 Drive Through the Covntry—Many 
Large Fields of Ripesing Grain 
Wheat Cutting in About Two Weeks 


On Friday last a HERALD represen- 
tative accepted the invitation of Mr, 
M. Morris, manager of the Imperial 
Bank, to take a drive through the 
southern country. As the trip was 
a fairly long one an .early start was 
arranged and 6:30 a. m,. found us 
sitting behind a pair of lively bronchos 
and headed for the south, Between 
Calgary and Fish Creek very little 
crop shows after crossing |

Hugh McInnes’, where they were given
